Remarks/Arguments 

This Amendment has been prepared in response to the Office Action dated July 10, 
2008 regarding the above-identified patent application. 

In that Action, the Examiner (a) maintained her indication of allowability of claim 
6. (b) withdrew her indication of allowability of earlier-presented claim 5 (resulting in her 
rejection of recently amended claim 2), (c) rejected claims 1 and 2 as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,848,512, and (d) rejected claims 3 and 4 as being unpatentable over this same patent 
reference. 

While applicant disagrees with the Examiner's current rejection of claim 2 
(previously indicated-to-be-allowable claim 5), in order to minimize additional expenditure with 
respect to continuing the prosecution of this patent application, applicant (a) respectfully proposes 
herein a re-writing of claim 2 to include, effectively, all of the limitations of claim 6, (b) proposes 
cancellation of claim 6 without prejudice, and (c) retains claims 3 and 4 as previously presented 
claims. 

No new matter has been entered in relation to the presentation of the present 

Amendment. 

Accordingly, with entry of the present Amendment, all claims remaining in this 
application, on the basis of entry of the Amendment, are clearly in conditions for immediate 
allowance. For this reason, applicant respectfully requests the early issuance of a formal Notice of 
Allowance.
